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Edwards-Quimby  Post 

Edwards-Quimby  Post,  Number  284,  American 
Legion,  was  founded  in  1923,  when  a  group  of  veterans 
gathered  and  asked  for  a  charter.  Theron  A.  Lowden,  of 
South  Acton,  was  elected  as  the  first  commander.  The 
charter  was  granted  under  date  of  July  3,  1923. 

The  charter  members  of  the  Post  were:  Theron  A. 
Lowden,  Jesse  Briggs,  Harry  J.  Clarke,  Franklyn  C. 
Matteson,  Thomas  Charles  Gallagher,  Everett  W.  Reed, 
George  K.  Hayward,  Hugh  C.  Hodgen,  William  J.  Murphy, 
Ernest  E.  Allsop,  John  P.  Sisson,  Alan  B.  Frost,  Ernest 
E.  Johnson,  George  H.  Briggs,  John  G.  Davis,  John 
Clayton. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Post  has  been  a  potent  factor 
in  the  life  of  the  town. 

The  Post  was  named  in  honor  of  two  Acton  men  who 
gave  their  lives  in  the  World  War.  Sydney  J.  Edwards, 
the  first  to  be  killed,  equalled,  in  his  fervor  and  his  devo- 
tion to  the  cause  of  humanity,  any  of  the  prior  heroes  of 
Acton  history,  from  Captain  Isaac  Davis  down  to  the 
present.  Shortly  after  the  Germans  invaded  Belgium, 
Edwards  volunteered  for  service  with  the  Canadian 
forces.  In  May,  1915,  he  was  reported  missing  in  action, 
and  officially  declared  dead.  He  was  then  a  member  of 
the  Fifteenth  Canadian  Battalion. 

Howard  L.  Quimby  was  a  private  in  the  304th  Field 
Artillery,  77th  Division,  and  died  of  disease,  March  11, 
1919,  having  contracted  his  fatal  illness  while  in  the  lines. 
He  is  buried  in  Romagne  National  Cemetery,  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  region. 

Few  civic  events  have  taken  place  since  the  inception 
of  the  Post  in  which  the  Legionnaires,  either  in  a  body  or 
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individually,  have  not  had  a  prominent  part.  Drives  for 
funds  for  Emerson  Hospifal  have  found  Past  Commander 
Dr.  O.  L.  Clark  working  to  make  the  drive  a  success.  The 
Boy  Scouts  have  had  Legionnaires  on  their  governing 
committees,  and  have  received  funds,  and  athletic  equip- 
ment, as  gifts  from  the  Post.  The  American  Red  Cross 
has  utilized  the  services  of  many  Legionnaires.  In  1935, 
during  the  drive  for  flood  relief  funds,  the  commander  of 
the  Post  organized  the  many  fraternal  and  civic  organiza- 
tions in  Precincts  2  and  3  of  the  town  (Precinct  1  refused 
to  join  in  the  drive),  and  raised  the  largest  sum  ever 
obtained  in  a  similar  event  in  Acton,  all  within  a  space  of 
four  hours'  solicitation. 

The  school  milk  fund  was  organized  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Post,  and  has  received  varying  sums  each  year 
since  that  time.  In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  first  two  superintendents  of  Acton  schools,  Law- 
rence and  Hough,  were  members  of  Edwards-Quimby  Post. 
For  several  years,  the  Post  has  given  medals  to  the  out- 
standing male  and  female  scholars  in  the  graduating  class 
at  the  Acton  High  School.  Two  members  of  the  Post  are 
members  of  the  school  committee,  one  being  chairman. 

Two  years  ago,  under  the  direction  of  Past  Com- 
mander Dr.  Clark,  toys,  clothing  and  other  articles  were 
collected  for  Christmas  gifts  to  the  poor  children  of  tho 
town.  For  two  years,  more  than  130  youngsters  have 
received  presents  and  a  joyous,  happy  Christmas,  who 
would  have  otherwise  missed  the  annual  event  of  child- 
hood, the  visit  of  Santa  Claus. 

When  the  town  needs  extra  police,  members  of  the 
Post  don  badges,  more  often  without  compensation,  and 
do  excellent  duty  alongside  those  town  officials  who  are 
extra  policemen,  and  are  paid  for  their  work.  This  has 
happened  many  times  in  the  past.  Several  members  of 
the  Post  are  members  of  the  fire  department.  One  member 
is  chief  of  police. 

In  1935,  the  Acton  Fair  was  staged  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Legionnaires,  the  president  and  the  two  vice- 
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presidents  being  members  of  the  Post.  Legionnaires  have 
had  a  large,  though  thankless  part,  in  the  annual  Acton 
Fair. 

Also,  in  1935,  when  the  town  was  celebrating  its 
200th  anniversary,  Legionnaires  had  a  large  part  in  the 
direction  of  the  celebration.  Several  were  members  of 
the  general  committee.  Others  were  members  of  the  town 
committee.  One  arranged  for  and  directed  the  parade, 
the  greatest  military  and  civic  parade  of  Acton's  history. 
Others  staged  the  military  ball,  and  turned  in  to  the  town 
a  substantial  profit.  Another  was  chairman  of  the  music 
committee  and  obtained  a  military  band,  and  a  great 
symphony  orchestra  for  the  cost  of  transportation  only. 
Still  others  had  important  parts  in  other  sections  of  the 
celebration,  and  several  were  in  the  company  of  Minute 
Men,  direct  descendants  of  those  Brave  Hearts  who 
marched  to  Concord  behind  Captain  Isaac  Davis. 

There  is  one  activity  of  the  town  in  which  Legion- 
naires have  not  been  too  conspicuous.  That  is  in  the  hold  - 
ing of  town  office.  Like  other  communities,  the  politicians 
of  Acton  have  failed  to  recognize  the  ability,  devotion  to 
civic  affairs,  honesty  and  patriotism  of  the  Legionnaires, 
and  the  town  has  not  gained  by  this  lack  of  perception. 
Perhaps  the  future  will  see  this  condition  corrected. 

The  relations  of  the  Post  with  other  organizations 
throughout  the  town  have  been  amicable,  helpful  and 
inspiring.  In  staging  the  Fiesta  this  year,  when  assist- 
ance was  needed,  other  organizations  came  to  the  front 
promptly,  and  the  result  will  be  seen  in  Middlesex 
County's  Greatest  Show.

The  Automobile  Show  w^ill  be  staged  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Town  Hall.

The  FIESTA  will  be  open  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening, 
from  noon  until  10.30  o'clock;  on  Sunday  afternoon,  from  1  until 
6.30  o'clock;  and  on  Monday  (LABOR  DAY),  from  10  in  the  morn- 
ing until  11  in  the  evening,  with  fireworks  being  exhibited  at 
10.15  p.  m.  This  exhibition  of  fireworks  is  guaranteed  by  the 
manufacturers  to  be  the  greatest  show  ever  staged  in  the  town  of 
Acton.  An  especially  manufactured  and  arranged  program  has 
been  obtained,  with  effects  never  before  witnessed  in  the  town. 

Admission  to  the  grounds  has  been  set  at  the  very  small  sum 
of  10  cents.  Because  the  admission  is  so  low,  there  will  be  no  pass 
list,  other  than  necessary  attendants,  press,  and  management. 

Delicious,  strictly  fresh  and  appetizing  sandwiches  and  hot 
and  cold  drinks  will  be  served  at  the  Food  Shop  of  the  American 
Legion  Auxiliary. 
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Sanitary,  palatable  and  appealing  ice  cream  and  tonic  soft 
drinks  will  be  served  at  the  refreshment  stand  of  the  Acton  Lodge, 
I.  O.  0.  F. 

A  display  of  marine  articles,  and  motion  pictures  will  be  shown 
by  the  United  States  Navy. 

A  display  of  soldier  equipment  and  other  army  materiel  will 
be  shown  by  the  United  States  Army. 

The  Midway  will  be  operated  by  the  Legasse  Exhibition  Com- 
pany, under  the  personal  direction  of  Manager  Legasse.  This 
company  has  the  most  complete  equipment  of  any  exhibition  com- 
pany in  Massachusetts,  and  all  of  it  is  clean,  new  and  honest. 

The  Juvenile  Exhibition  is  staged  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Extension  Service,  and  Mr.  George  E.  Erickson, 
and  has  the  approval  and  assistance  to  the  extent  of  $200  in  prize 
money  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture.  This 
exhibition  annually,  at  the  Acton  Fair,  has  attracted  exhibits  from 
more  than  200  boys  and  girls  of  Middlesex  County.  As  in  past 
years,  the  youngsters  have  prepared  their  exhibits,  and  the 
FIESTA  places  a  stage  at  their  disposal  for  their  annual 
exhibition.
